The official Pars news agency, 
quoting another presldentilal aide 
as denying the general's involve- 
ment, said he had "shown 
remarkable cooperation in un- 
cayering the recent plot,” hut gave 
no- details. 


The aide, who had been asked to 
give details of the conspiracy and 
Its aftermath In view of conflicting 
local press reports, said the 
Nouzheh air base, near H&madan in 
western Iran, was the only air force 
centre to figure In the plot. 

-But people in other parts of the 
country were involved, all but two 
of them military personnel. He 
declined to Identify the civilians. 

According to an account given on 
Thursday night in a television 
appearance by Banl-Sadr and other 
senior officiate, the conspiracy was 
backed by tbe U.S., Israel and Iraq 
and aimed at releasing tbe DJ.

And Reagan's press spokesman, 
Jim Brady, similarly denied the 
report, aired by Israel Radio. 
“There Is nothing to It,” he insisted. 

But, regarding & possible visit to 
Israel by Mrs. Reagan, Brady told 
The Post merely, “I haven't heard 
anything about that." 

Campaign sources were also not 
aa categorical in denying that Mrs. 
Reagan was considering a visit to 
Israel, Egypt, and Western Europe 
after the Republican convention 
this week. 

There was some speculation that 
the confusion surrounding a possi- 
ble visit by the Republican con- 
tender had stemmed from the 
possibility of a visit by his wife in- 
stead. 

Max Fisher, an American Jewish 
leader active in the Reagan cam- 
paign, also said that he .bad not 
heard anything about a possible 
visit by Reagan himself to Israel. 
"And I think I would have if it were 
true,” he said.

PARIS (UP!) . — France has turned 
down requests from the U.S. and 
other countries to delay shipments 
of weapons-grade uranium to Iraq 
and has already shipped the first 
consignment of the highly-enriched 
metal, diplomatic sources reported 
on Friday. 

The sources asserted that by 
delivering tbe fuel now, the French 
have heightened the risk of Its 
diversion for military purposes, 
because the Iraqi research reactor 
being built with French help will 
not be ready before early next year. 

"There is no scientific rationale 
for starting the deliveries thia 
early,” said one source. “The only 
reason can be a political one.” 

The U.S. and other allied' 
governments, and above all Israel, 
are known to be opposed to the 
French technical help for Iraq's ef- 
fort to own a reactor fuelled by 
highly-enriched uranium for fear It 
could allow Iraq to acquire nuclear 
weapon capability. 

According to sources, the first 
part of the 93 per cent enriched 
uranium has been sent to Iraq in re- 


cent weeks. 

There was no indication, 
however, how much of the metal 
France has shipped from the 72 
kilograms which she had pledged to 
sell Iraq as part of the reactor deal. 

French government sources 
refused to discuss the reports, in- 
sisting that France had pledged 
publicly to honour Its contractual 
obligations. The Atomic Energy 
Commission refused to discuss the 
“technical” side of the contract. 

In London, British Member of 
Parliament Winston Churchill on 
Friday accused France of supply- 
ing Iraq with materials to build a 
nuclear bomb in exchange for 
assured oil supplies. 

“France, in its lust for oil, 
appears to have thrown to the wind 
all constraints of morality, good 
sense or even self-interest, ” he said 
In an article In the “Times." 

The French government has said 
that In order to have maximum 
safeguards, the Iraqis will get the 
fuel in three separate shipments, 
each of them being sent only after

GOP platform weak on Jerusalem issue

WASHINGTON. — Republican 
Party platform drafters' wrapped 
up their Middle East plank on Fri- 
day with a strong conde mn a ti on of 
the Palestine Liberation 
Oraganizatlon but a relatively 
weak statement on tbe status of 
Jerusalem. 

The draft platform, expected to 
be approved without change by the 


full party presidential nominating 
convention in Detroit thia week, re- 
jected "any call for.involvement of 
the PLO as not in keeping with the 
long-term interest of Israel or the 
Palestinian Arabs.” 

It added: “The imputation of 
legitimacy to organizations not yet 
willing to acknowledge the fun- 
damental right of existence of the 
State of Israel Is wrong." 

The platform’s foreign policy and 


defence subcommittee specifically 
condemned the recent West Euro- 
pean proposal to associate the PLO 
in future negotiations. 

The Republicans' statements on 
the PLO were considerably 
stronger than those inserted In the 
draft Democratic Party platform 
last month. The Democrats merely 
reiterated the official administra- 
tion stance In pledging not to

were found to be living exceedingly 
well without informing tax 
authorities of their existence. 

At headquarters In Jerusalem, of- 
ficiate are now reviewing the tax 
files requested and checking their 
accuracy. Those invited to file the 
shortened form have been informed 
that if there Is any fudging, they 
are subject to criminal prosecution. 

The tax questionnaires were sent 
out this year on the basis of 
••intelligence” information, unlike 
in previous years, when the reports 
were requested on the basis of 
season, a cross-section of the 
economy, -or a random check. 

The intelligence the taxmen have 
at hand pertains to some 830.000 
people with substantial in- 
vestments in property — such as 
flats,, businesses, land, planes, 
boats ' or industrial equipment. 

Also In the tax computer is infor- 
mation about some 2 million wage 
earners, owners of luxury cars, and 
frequent travellers abroad. 

According to the head of the in- 
telligence department, those who 
have received questionnaires are 
likely to he in the taxmen's net on a 
permanent basis. 

The 20.000 people who were sent 
questionnaires were asked also to 
give details on property belonging 
to their spouses and children. Tax 


officials say the new method has 
already brought in many tax 
evaders. 

The head of the criminal In- 
vestigations department, deputy in- 
come tax commissioner Yoaef 
Levine, said Friday that the courts 
have been dealing severely with tax 
evasion cases. 

Shiomo and Salach Smooha, 
brothers who own a butcher shop in 
Jerusalem's Mahane Yehuda 
market, were convicted of tax evar 
sion and keeping fraudulent 
records. Shiomo received two 
months in prison, with a 10 -month 
suspended sentence, and & fine of 
IS 20 . 000 . His brother was fined 183,- 
000 . 

The owners of Bachoma Press in 
Jerusalem.

concealing Income, and received 
three-month suspended sentences 
and fines of IS2.000 each. 

A building renovator convicted of 
failing to keep books and to submit 
tax returns for 1977 or 1978 had a 
previous suspended sentence ol 
three months activated against 
him. 

In Netanyo, the child allowances 
of 690 tax debtors were cut in Naif.

Tax authorities regard this

U.S. independent presidential candidate 
John Anderson got a first-hand .view of 
Jerusalem’s ancient glories and current 
perplexities on Friday when he ventured into 
Bast Jerusalem and was confronted by both 
Arab and Jewish claims to the city.

.Jerusalem’s 
water supply 
cut in half 


Jerusalem residents were asked 
not to water their gardens, fallow- 
ing a cut in the water supply caused 
by a breakdown at the Sha'ar Hagai 
pumping station. 

The breakdown at the National 
Water Company’s facility, which is 
Jerusalem's main pumping station, 
means a reduction of about half of 
the city’s daily supply of water. 

Water from the city's special 
reservoirs will be used until the 
pumping station resumes 
operations. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek called on 
residents to conserve water and es- 
pecially requested that 
Jerusalemites not water their gar- 
dens. The ■ city landscape depart- 
ment also wOl not water the city’s 
public gardens until the Sha'ar 
Hagai station resumes operations. 

In Eilat, the water supply, which , 
had been cut off to certain areas on 
Friday night, was resumed last 
night to all districts. 

Mayor Gad Katz said the high 
temperatures caused an increase in 
demand, and the reservoirs were 
dangerously low. Therefore, he was 
forced to order a cut In the supply.

Child allowances will not be up- 
dated in time far the payment of 
July salaries, if, indeed, these and 
Income tax credit points are up- 
dated at all within the framework of* 
the new wage agreements signed 
last week. 

: The Treasury refuses to confirm 
or deny any government agreement 
to update tax credit points, and the 
National Insurance Institute, which 
pays child allowances, said yester- 
day that no decision has been made 
on updating the allowance. The NH 
added that in any case, updating 
child allowance points four times a 
year- requires special legislation, 
and clearly this cannot be rushed 
through in time for July payments. 

Treasury circles said yesterday 
that the agreement was only for a 
100 per cent updating of tax 
brackets, but did not refer to the up- 
dating of tax point* and child 
allowances, as the Histadrut thinks. 

Treasury’ men also point out that 
not all unions have agreed to the 
new terms' and' *that, if the points 
are updated, the change would 
benefit those who had not yet signed 
the agreement. 

Tel Aviv economic circles think 
the Histadrut's prestige has risen 
with its success in persuading all 
major unions, with the exception of 
the engineers, to join the agree- 
ment - 

But Histadrut circles are also 
convinced that the government has 
promised an updating of tax credit 
and child allowance points four 


times a year, and see this as 
another victory. 

Soon to come up for discussion at 
the Knesset Finance Committee, 
the Treasury’s attitude to updating 
credit points is still apparently un- 
clear, and seems likely to be in- 
fluenced by future developments on 
the agreements. 

Credit for winning over union 
secretaries angry at being left out 
of the negotiations between the 
Histadrut and the Civil Service 
Commission was given to acting 
Trade Union Section, bead Reha via 
Ofek.

The High Court of Justice on Fri- 
day deferred its in the 

Hebron area deportees’ case after a 
hearing in which the bench and 
plaintiff’s counsel discussed the 
deportees' political views and their

After advocate Felicia Langer' 
hod completed her arguments, 
court president Justice Moahe Lan- 
dau reminded her that she had still 
to reply to the state's contention 
that the reported statements and 


actions of the deportees favouring 
destruction of the State or Israel 
barred them from appealing to the 
court for justice. 

The court has been asked to 
-overrule the deportation orders 
issued against the mayor of Hebron 
Fabd K&wasme, the kadi of the 
town. Sheik Rajab T&mlmi, «»> 
Mohammed Mllhem, the mayor of 
* neighbouring Haihoul, because the 
men were expelled to Lebanon 
without being allowed the oppor-' 
tuitity to appeal to a military 
review board. 

The three men were flown by 
helicopter to Lebanon within hours 
or the May 2 Belt Hadassah 
terrorist attack hi Hebron, to whJch 
six Jewish settlers were killed.

Egypt and Israel will resume the 
autonomy negotiations today at 
Cairo's Mena House hotel after a 
freeze which lasted more than two 
months.

Tamir said on Friday that all the 
initiative during the autonomy 
tfl-iica came entirely from Israel.

He added 
that, had Israel shown any more 
flexibility, "we would have found 
ourselves somewhere near Jaffa 
with our backs to the sea." 

The minister said that the es- 
sence of autonomy will be the main 
subject of conversation. Tamir said 
he expected some progress, “but 
the road to bridging the differences 
between the two sides is a long one, 
and will take some time."

Death of 25 
Lisbon babies 
still a puzzle 

(LISBON (UFI). — Portugal, 
already suffering Western 
Europe’s highest infant mortality | 
rate, has been struck by a 
mysterious disease that has 
afflicted 400 newborn babies, killing 
about 25 in the last six months. 

A doctor in the capital’s main 
pediatric clinic said yesterday that 
the strange illness, a form of gas- 
troenteritis or inflammation of the 
stomach and intestines, was strik- 
ing “three-to-15-day-oId babies" — 

all apparently bom in Lisbon's cen- 
tral Alfredo da .Costa maternity - 
hospital.

Police display 
burglars’ loot

TEL AVIV. — The police today will 
open an exhibit of stolen property at 
Belt Hashoter, in Tel Aviv’s Yad 
Eliyahu, including hundreds of ar- 
ticles which have been recovered 
from burglars during toe pari year. 

The exhibit, sponsored jointly by 
the police and all insurance com- 
panies, will display millions of 
shekels' worth of stolen property. 

The property includes video-tape 
machines, television sets, cameras, 
jewelry, clocks, bicycles and 
carpets. 

The insurance companies say 
that a burglary is committed in 
Israel every 10 minutes. The com- 
panies recommend taking elemen- 
tary measures, such as installing 
strong locks and putting bars on 
windows.

Freed U.S. hostage now 
in German hospital 


WIESBADEN, West Germany. — 
Diplomat Richard . Queen, smiling 
and feeling “better hour by hour, 1 ' 
Arrived at a U.S. Air Force hospital 
in Wiesbaden yesterday on the se- 
cond leg of his journey home after 
230 days' captivity in Iran. 

Queen, 25, was released Friday 
on the orders of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini because Iranian doctors 
' were unable to treat an unspecified 
neurological problem that affected 
his coordination. 

He was taken to the Wiesbaden 
hospital after first landing at 
Frankfurt. 

■ Thw two-storey former Luftwaffe 
hospital was sealed off by military 
police immediately after a convoy 
of eight military vehicles escorting 
the ambulance carrying Queen 
arrived at the building. 

A spokesman for the Air Force 
base at Wiesbaden said no 
reporters would be allowed in the' 
hospital compound while Queen is 
there. 

It was not known how long Queen 
would remain in Wiesbaden. 

West German and U.S. military- 
police cars escorted tbe am- 
bulance and! four - Umotiaines, 
which carried Queen's parents, 
three State Department doctors, 
and a State Department official. 

„ His father and mother were 
reunfted with him in Zurich follow- 
ing his eight-month captivity in 
Teheran. They and the State 
' Department doctors and officials 
then flew with him to Frankfurt 
In Teheran, one of the students 
;* who held Queen captive said the 
'-diplomat suddenly began vomiting 
-'and losing his balance on July 8. 

■The decision to transfer him to a 
- Teheran hospital for a specialist 
diagnosis was taken immediately 
after his condition worsened, the 
spokesman for the students oc- 
cupying the U.S. embassy said. 

"His condition had been good, but 


he suddenly started vomiting and 
was not able to keep his balance," 
the pfudent said. He denied a report 
suggesting that Queen had shown 
signs of illness for the past six 
months. 

■ An Iranian Health Ministry state- 
ment broadcast on the state radio 
said- neurologists who examined 
Queen at a Teheran hospital before 
his departure had found evidence of 
a. nervous disorder going back six 
months.

In recent weeks Mugabe and 
hides have accused Nkomo 
guerrillas of acting in open 
rebellion. Nkomo denied the 
charge, said Mugabe ‘guerrillas 
were committing atrocities, and 
complained his party was not being 
consulted In the running of the 
country.

BANGKOK (AP). — Fighting was 
reported continuing yesterday 
between Pol Pot guerrillas and 
anti-communist “Free Khmer" 
troops at the Thai-Kampuchean 
border, and Red Gross officials said 
at least 105 persons had been 
wounded since Thursday. - 
, “It’s a very confusing situation 
here," a Red Cross spokesman 
'said. 

About- 80,000 Kampucheans fled 
in panic from their encampment at 
Nong Samet when the fighting 
erupted, and the Red Cross 
spokesman said they were now 
huddled on tbe Kampuchean side of 
an anti-tank ditch constructed by 
the Thais. 
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Thai military officers Friday es- 
timated the dead at 20 , but no 
casualty figures were available 
from the Pol Pot side. 

The spokesman said it appeared 
that the Pol Pot guerrillas wanted 
to seize the Nong Samet encamp- 


ment. one of several along the fron- 
tier that have attracted tens of 
thousands of Kampu cheans from 
the Interior. 

There have been periodic clashes 
between the “Free Khmer" and the 
Pol Pot troops but normally they 
have adopted a Uve-and -let-live at- 
titude toward each other since both 
are fighting Vietnamese forces In- 
side Kampuchea. 

The various "Free Khmer’’ 
groups have also fought one 
another, sometimes for control of a 
lucrative frontier black market 
trade. 

The guerrillas of ousted premier 
Pol Pot claimed yesterday to have 
ambushed a train In northwestern 
Kampuchea carrying Vietnamese 
troops and to have killed 119 of 
those aboard. 

The "Voice of Democratic Kam- 
puchea" radio said tbe guerrillas 
derailed the train with a mine in the 
July 6 attack and then, opened fire 
for 18 minutes on those aboard.

referred to the area under their 
control as'vthe Phalanglst region " 
Instead of by Us Lebanese 
geographic name. Bechir has an- 
nounced plans to merge all of 'the 
private armies in the enclave into a 
single "national guard,” which he 
will personally head. 

The Phalanglsts have made no

The Jemayyels’ strategy appears 
to be to consolidate their control 
and patch up relations with the 
other Christian parties before 
deciding how to. proceed on the 
question of self-rule. 

The Phalanglsts have long been 
considered ‘‘fanatics” among 
moderate Christians and most 
Arabs outside Lebanon. The fact 
that Chamoon was allied with them

gave them "respectability" and it 
will be difficult for them to forgfe 
their own state without his support, 
'which has not been forthcoming. 

"Chamoun has been the leader of 
, Lebanon’s Maronites for the past 25 
years," said a Beirut banker, "they 
are not all going to accept the 
Phalanglsts easily.” 

The elder Chamoun has kept a 
dialogue running with the 
Jemayyels while his sons In- 
vestigate alternatives with other 
Christian and Moslem communal 
leaders. But ChamiUe's son Dairy 
has made it clear he wants nothing 
more to do with the Phalanglsts. 

"Hie Phalanglsts are out to es- 
tablish their own state,” he said, 
"they are Nazis." 

Even if the Phalanglsts are not 
aiming for partition, 1 their takeover 
-of the Christian enclave is bound to 
increase polarization with' the coun- 
try's Moslems.

Soviets lash

Phantoms 

MOSCOW. — The Soviet news agen- 
cy. Tass. claimed on Friday that 
Egypt was following an anti-Arab 
'course by permitting a squadron of 
U.S. F-4 Phantom jets to be station- 
ed in the country. 

The 12 aircraft are baaed at 
; Cairo- West airfield for a three- 
1 month stay to hold joint exercises 
with the Egyptian air force to raise 
the standard of pilots' training. 

“Hardly anyone in the Arab 
world has any doubt about the fact 
ot hypocritical talk by Sadat and bis 
retinue as to a three-month 
' period." Tass said. 

The agency said that so-called 
privileges extended to the U.S. are 
only another stratagem to conceal 
the reality that “Egypt is in- 
creasingly turning into U.S. Im- 
perialism's staging area." 

Tass said that along with large- 
scale deliveries of military 
hardware and weapons to Egypt, 
the U.S. is “bringing electronic and 
other equipment to the country and 
is building facilities for long-term 
use.” 

It said that about 500 Americans 
are working with ground support 
services at Cairo-West airfield. 

“All this Is a clear Indication that 
the Pentagon intends to get hold of 
Egyptian territory securely for a 
long time,” Tass asserted. ' 
Meanwhile, speculation that 
Syrian President Hafez Assad will 
visit Moscow soon intensified in 
Damascus over the weekend after 
the Soviet ambassador there, 
Vladimir Youkhiue, delivered a 
letter to him from Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev. (AP)

BEIRUT. — The world’s 600 million 
Moslems commence another ar- 
duous experiment with orthodoxy 
today, a month-long dawn-to-dusk 
fast from food and drink. 

Berobed,' turbaned sheikhs in 
more than 40 Moslem nations 
scanned the sky last night for the 
crescent of the moon that heralds 
- the start of Ramadan, the Islamic 
holy month of fasting. 

This is the first Ramadan In the 
15th Islamic century, an occasion 
for "transcendental meditation by 
adult Moslems to heed the virtues 
of a renascent Islam,” said 
Lebanon's leading “Sunni MoiUdm 
scholar', Sheikh Abdullah Alayll. . 

A return to Islamic fundamen- 
talism has coincided with the rise of 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini as 
the head of an Islamic 
revolutionary government in Iran. 
Many see Khomeini, from the Sbia 
branch of Islam, as an Inspiration 
but others do not. 

"While the Khomeini brand of 
Islam urges a new crusade with the 
Koran and the dagger, enlightened 
scholars would do better If they ex- 
plored the genuine behests of the 
glorious religion, rather than leave 
Moslems to gqrge themselves on 
fatuities and hypocrisies that 
blemish the faith,” he suggested. 

Outwardly, the sheikh conceded, 
abstinence Is an anomaly — during 
the month of long fast and short 
temper, the whole Islamic world 
works at half speed. 

“But the moral benefits of the 
fast are. indeed, immeasurable,” 
he contended. “Ramadan re- 
juvenates the vitality of faith, 
revives the alliance between Allah 
and man. It's the alliance that 
generates happiness despite pover- 
ty and perseverance in the face of 
pain, despondency arid illness.” 

The fast varies from one country 
to another, some governments such 
as Egypt shorten office hours for 
fasting personnel, while the more 
pious regi rties such as Saudi Arabia 
mete out punishment on violators of 
the fast. 

In Turkey and other secularized 
countries, governments have no of- 
ficial policy toward the fast. 

Ramadan, the ninth month in the 
Moslem calendar, was the month 
during which the angel Gabriel im- 
parted to the prophet Mohammed 
the wisdom of the Koran in a cave 
near Mecca 14 centuries ago. (API

Cuban and East German advisers 
are helping train the Polisarib 
guerrillas who are fighting Moroc- 
co for control of the Western 
Sahara, according to the report. 

It says Libya also organized an 
attack by Tunisian revolutionaries 
on the Tunisian city of Gafsa this 
year and Tunisian officials fear 
more Libyan-inspired attacks. 

The report adds that Libya is in- 
vesting heavily in Malta, sending 
concessionary loans and oil 
supplies to the island's govenurient 
and making large land and hotel 
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purchases. 

The report Is based on talks 
Representative Clement J. 
Zablockl. Democrat-Wlsconsin, 
committee chairman, and other 
house members had with leaders in 
Spain, Morocco, Algeria, Tunisia 
and Malta last April. 

The report says Morocco is will- 
ing to make concessions to get 
Western Sahara peace negotiations 
started but says.Algerla has shown 
no Interest in responding. 

Morocco still says its negotiations 
must- be with Algeria, the report 
says, but is now willing to have 
Polls ario representatives present 
unofficially. 

However, .the report says, 

” Algerian leaders insist Morocco 


should negotiate directly with 
Polisario guerrillas. 

The report says Tunisian leaders 
expressed Interest jn obtaining 
about 300 million dollars In U.S. 
credit loans to. buy tanks, jet- 
fighters, ammunition and missiles , 
to resist Libyan attacks. 

The delegation promised con- 
gress would consider such a request 
if it is made, but warned the 
Tunisians that the budget-conscious 
Congress might not approve it, ac- 
cording to the report. 

The document says the delega- 
tion “raised its concern” with 
Maltese officials over the Libyan 
investments in that country but was 
assured Malta is maintaining its

IZMIR. — At the waterfront cafes 
here, soldiers of NATO's largest 
ground force listen to drowsy music 
and sip a thick, syrupy tea that is a 
poor replacement for the fanjpus 
Turkish coffee that doesn’t exist 
anymore in Turkey, since there is 
no money to import coffee beans. 

Despite the bracing wind they ail 
sit outside, as the cafe Interiors — 
and those of every other building 
here for that matter — are shroud- 
ed In darkness on account of 
daytime electricity blackouts. 
'Even if there were a current It 
wouldn't help much — among the 
many things in short 'supply here 
are llghtbulbs. 

Hordes of shoeshine boys (and 
men) weave through the tables. 
Sometimes they outnumber the 
customers. Everywhere In Turkey 
there is a crowd to wait on you. 
Unemployment here Is over 20 per 
cent. 

The statistics are enough to 
paralyse one. And after hearing a 
few you stop caring: inflation Is 
now 132 per cent annually accor- 
ding to Turkish Trade Ministry of- 
ficials. Industrial output is at 55 per 
cent capacity. The foreign debt, es- 
timated at $18 billion, is the w.orld’8 
biggest. As a consequence, Turkey 
leads the world in the foreign aid it 
receives. 

Actually though, things here are 
not so bad — by Turkish standards 
that is. As people kept reminding 
this reporter, student riots, martial 
law, widespread terrorism, coali- 
tion difficulties, and the threat of an 
army coup are nothing new to 
Turks. All this has happened twice 
before since democracy was born 
here In 1950. In May 1959 similar 
circumstances culminated in a 
military takeover. And again in 
1971, bombings, kidnappings and 
student clashes led to martial law 


and military domination of govern- 
ment that lasted until 1973. 

If. the soldiers move In again, 
there are no Indications it would 
lead to further Instability or an anti- 
Western regime. In fact, Turkey 
may be one place where President 
Jimmy Carter is popular, on ac- 
count of lifting the arms embargo 
against the country. 

The only worrisome sign for the 
West is the resurgence of religious 
feeling which in part, is being sanc- 
tioned by the present conservative 
government. Mosques now dis- 
tribute a guide to Concise Islamic 
Catechism, a Turkish government 
publication. If the experience In 
Iran is any indication, this could 
lead to trouble. 

But travelling through this coun- 
try one gets the feeling. that 
Turkey's dilemma does not lie with 
religion or even with minority 
governments — but with the simple 
fact of geography, aggravated by a 
rush to modernization which began 
towards the middle of this century. 

Turkey is constantly called the 
meeting place between East and 
West. That’s the problem, the 
cliche really is true. The western 
Aegean region is a place of 
temperate climate, high literacy, 
and modern development that is lit- 
tle different from the Greek 
mainland. The eastern part of the 
country is as Isolated and 
backward: a monotony of plateaus 
and mountain ranges where 
literacy Is below 30 ger cent and 


is scheduled to take two days and 
always takes three. In the western 
part of Turkey, bus service Is 
arguably more frequent and 
superior to that of any country In 
Europe. But many parts of the east 
are no-man's land, blocked off by 
120 days of snow per year and 
preyed on by highway bandits. 

The much-publlclzrti moderniza- 
tion Is no more evenly distributed 
than anything else here. Except for 
the occasional chrome and 
. petroleum plants, eastern Anatolia 
is as backward and exotic as ever; 
while cities like Izmir are surround- 
ed by layers of industrial zones. 

Nowhere else in the Mediterra- 
nean littoral are the old and the new 
so dramatically juxtaposed. Ultra- 
modern apartment buildings stand 
a few feet away from medieval 
Selljuk mosques. Mudhut villages 
lie within a quarter-of-an-hour's 
drive from the factories of Izmir. 
Western development seems to fit 
this country no better than the 
pinstriped pants and padded, blue 
serge suits worn by westernized 
Turkish men. It is as if geography, 
slapdash Industrialization and an 
upsurge In Islamic fundamentalism 
have combined forces to create a 
textbook case of instability. 

Instability has been a normal 
feature of the Turkish climate since 
this Moslem nation’s 30-year ex- 
periment with democracy began. 
Nobody complains. Nobody argues 
for places In the long queues for 
items In short supply. Everyone 
just. chain smokes and broods — the

minister Moshe Dayan said on Frl- 
^commenting on the un- 
precedented stockpiling of 
weaponry by Arab countries. 


1 Dayan was addressing some 110 
members of Baras at a closed 
■gathering In the Ramat Aviv Hotel 
here. Bama, officially a non- 
partisan political discussion forum, 
la regarded potentially as an em- 
bryo party for Dayan, should he 
wish to re-enter tbe political arena. 
Among those present were many of 
Dayan V former allies in Rafl, in- 
cluding Finance Minister Yigael 
Hurvitz, MK Zalman Shoval and 
leaders of the Masha v movement, 
as well os members of tbe Labour 
party, the Likud and the 
Democratic Movement. 


. Dayan noted that Arab arma- 
ment levels have recently reached 
“a menacing level." But he stress- 
ed that should Israel be threatened 
with destruction, it would be In a 
situation in which it could tell its 


enemies that if they attempted an- 
nihilation. they too would face ex- 
tinction. "We never said that we 
would not use atomic weapons, or 
that we would be too late in employ- 
ing them. We only said we would 
not be the first to bring them in.” 
Dayan told the gathering. 

.However, he said that in its pre- 
sent economic state Israel cannot 
afford "an unbridled arms race." 
In what was seen as a strong ex- 
pression of support for Hurvitz’ s 
campaign to trim the defence 
budget, Dayan advised that “the 
accent be on quality rather than 
■quantity." 

Dayan lambasted Labour chair- 
man Shimon Peres's notion of 
territorial compromise with Jordan 
as an Interim agreement with that 
country on the future -of the West 
Bonk. 

"Jordan must not be handed back 
one square centimetre of land 
without a full peace agreement. 
This, apart from other objections, 
would be an insult to Egypt. After 
all. we made territorial concessions 
to Sadat conditional on a peace ac- 
cord. Why should Hussein get 
better terms?" 

Dayan contended that Labour’s 
"Jordanian option" would be 


"disastrous for Israel's security. If 
anyone would be able to cross the 
Jordan bridges without the Israel 
Defence Force having any control 
there, wc would simpy be dis- 
integrating Israel. The IDF must be 
stationed at the river.” 

Hurvitz, who also addressed the 
gathering, said he is "afraid that at 
the end of the peace process Israel 
would find Itself a loser on all 
fronts. We will have ceded Sinai, 
without having achieved a viable 
settlement for Judea and 
Samaria," he said. 

He said no operative talks are un- 
der way for Dayan to join any new 
party. "What Dayan will do 
depends on him,” he said. 

Sources in Hurvitz 's Rafl party 
maintained that “no practical talks 
with Dayan are taking place," and 
categorically denied oil reports 
that Rafl and Dayan have been in 
contact with former defence 
minister Ezer Weizroan with an eye 
to a future political association. 

But Shoval said at the gathering 
that "the time has come for Bama 
members to decide whether they 
wish the forum to remain a mere 
academic debating society or 
become politically something more 
than that."

Israel is alleged to be at the cen- 
tre of "a ruthless underground war 
involving murder and sabotage” 
which is being waged to prevent 
Iraq making the atomic bomb, ac- 
cording to a feature in the current 
issue of "Now" magazine published 
here on Friday. 

In this "war," two nuclear reac- 
tors destined ’for Iraq have been 
sabotaged In the south of France, 
and last month, Iraq’s leading 
nuclear scientist was murdered in 
"mysterious' circumstances" In 
Paris. ■The writer of the article, 
Christopher Dobson, suggests that 
there is "strong circumstantial

evidence to link tbe two events.” 
The Iraqis arc determined to All 
Iran’s place as the leading military 
power in the Middle East. Dobson 
writes, and are pouring' petro- 
dollars into a research and develop- 
ment programme planned to give 
them the bomb by 1985. “But there 
is at least one country, Israel, 
equally determined to go to any 
lengths to stop them." 

The magazine claims that it has 
learned from intelligence sources 
in Paris that the raid in Toulon a 
year ago on two nuclear reactors 
was carried out by a hit squad from 
Moss ad, "whose initial objective 
was not sabotage but tbe theft of 
vital components." 

"Now” comments that it Is ironic 
that the Incidents occurred In 
France, "which gave the Israelis 
the technical knowhow to build 
their own nuclear reactor at 
Dimono." 

Dobson writes: “The French 
government’s answer to charges - 
that it is helping the Iraqis to build 
the bomb is disingenuous. The 
French claim that they are merely 
supplying two research reactors for 
; civilian use and are training about 
15 Iraqi engineers at the nuclear 
centre at Saclay, near Paris.” 
Dobson recalls that soon after 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing’s election 
as president of France, be sent 
prime minister Jacques Chirac to

— Former M&ccabiah 
tennis champions liana Kloss of 
South Africa and American Dana 
Gilbert have both offered to play for 
Israel In the annual Federation Cup 
competition, the women's world 
team championship. 

The two — Kloss is one of the 
game’s top Jewish women players 
— approached Israel Tennis 
Association chairman David Har- 
nik and its British representative 
Freddie Krlvlne at WLmbledon last 
week, and were told of the 
association's conditions for 
registering Jewish players from 
abroad: taking out Israeli 
citizenship and always being listed 
as an Israeli In international com- 
petition. 

The women accepted the con- 
ditions, and the ITA management 
committee will jneet shortly to con- 
sider their applications. 

Their request coincided with the 
ITA's decision to drop Steve 
Krulevitz — who won the 1977 Mac- 
cablafa, as did Gilbert — from 
Israel's Davis Cup team. Though 
Krulevitz, 29, has been an Israeli 
citizen for three years and has 
already represented Israel In three 
Davis Cup ties, he la still registered 
as an American by tbe Association 


of Tennis Professionals and 
appears as such at ail International 
-competitions. He says that for "tax 
purposes," ,he does not want to 
change his status. 

"As Krulevitz continues to refuse 
our demand that he appear in tour- 
naments as an Israeli, he Is no 
longer eligible to play on our 
national team," Harnlk said. "If he 
changes his' mind, we will recon- 
sider the situation." 

Kloss, 24, fao won the 1973 Mac- 
cablah and who was Wimbledon 
junior champion in 1976, turned out 
regularly for South Africa in the 
Federation Cup until tbe Republic 
withdrew from the' competition 
three years ago.

LOS ANGELES. — Gretel 
-Bergman, whom the Nazis exclud- 
ed from the 1936 Olympic Games In 
Berlin, will receive a special medal 
this month to commemorate the 
one she might have won 44 years 
ago. 

The medal will be conferred on 
Bergman, now Gretel Lambert of 
^Jamaica, New York, at the July 27 
dinner of the Jewish Sports Hall of 
Fame In Los Angeles. 

In the 1930s, Gretel Bergman was 
a European shotput and H gh jump 
champion, one* of the best German- 
Jewlsh female athletes. As the 
Nazis imposed their "Aryan 
purification" on German sports, 
she was cut off from training 
facilities and competition, and 
moved to England.. 

But as Hitler's racist policies 
raised the spectre of an American 
boycott of the Berlin Olympics, the 


Germans announced that Jews 
would be eligible for their Olympic 
team. 

Bergman returned to Germany, 
after Nazi threats to her family and 
relatives, and despite poor training 
conditions, tied the Olympic 
women’s high jump record of five 
feet five inches, In a pre-Olympic 
meet. But one week later, just two 
days after the American Olympic 
team had sailed from New York, 
she was dropped from the German 
squad. The letter of notification ex- 
plained that as a Jew, she was not 
qualified to represent the Third 
Reieh. 

In honouring Bergman, a 
spokesman said, the Jewish Sports 
Hall of Fame will pay symbolic 
tribute to the hundreds of Jewish 
athletes from Germany and other' 
European countries who suffered 
under Nazi persecution and the 
many who died in concentration 
camps. '

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Step forward on wages 


THE WAGE AGREEMENT in the public sector signed on 
Thursday will probably hold up, even if one or the other power- 
ful unions still balks at signing on the dotted line. 

Xf the a greement can be made to stick, it will be a much more , 
important achievement for Finance Minister Hurvitz than the 
successes — which are mostly still in the uncertain future — 
that he claimed in his Knesset speech iast Tuesday. 

Despite assertions to the contrary, nominal wage increases 
that do not exceed the compensation for the inflationary erosion 
of real wages do not make the inflationary spiral expand. 

The wage increases just agreed do not surpass that limit ; they 
do not even reach it. With cost-of-living allowances pegged to 80 
per cent of the rate of Inflation, the two 7.5 per cent wage hikes, 
which amount to some II per cent, on average, mean that real 
wages will fall by several percentage points even if the tax 
brackets, the tax credit points, and child allowances are fully 
adjusted to the rate of inflation every three months. 

In reality, normal wage creep and negotiations at the branch 
and plant level will probably add something to the agreed 
framework, so that, on average, real wages may remain un- 
changed, with the possible exception of the public sector, where 
they may even fall. 

This is the line that Mr. Hurvitz has tried to hold, with the able 
assistance of Civil Service Commissioner Eitan Jacobson, 
who has proved himself a tough negotiator. 

All these efforts, however, would have been of no avail if the 
Histadrut had not cooperated fully with the government and the 
private emplpyers to keep wages from rising in real terms in an 
emerging recession. 

The predominant factor that made the Histadrut accept a 
framework agreement that leaves only a narrow margin 
between an actual fall in real wages and bolding the line was, no 
doubt, the steady rise in unemployment. 

According to the seasonally adjusted data, there were in the 
first quarter of the year 62,000 unemployed. This is 4.7 per cent 
of the labour force, and for Israel it is a threateningly high 
figure. The data on the depth of unemployment — measured by 
those out of work for 7 days or more — are even more 
worrisome. In April, their number stood at 11,450, more than 13 
times the average for 1979. 

The finance minister, in his Knesset speech last Tuesday, 
prophesied that these figures are still to grow. Whether 
engineering a slump is the best, or even the only feasible, 
remedy for Israel's economic woes is doubtful. But there is little 
doubt that high unemployment is the most effective way to hold 
wages down — provided inflation is kept within the limits on 
which the recent wage agreement is based. 

That, indeed, will be the acid test of Mr. Hurvitz's policies in 
the months still left before the present government will have to 
fold its tents. 


Netivot lesson 


EDUCATION MINISTER Zevulun Hammer deserves praise for 
his initiative in defusing the religious confrontation in the north 
Negev township of Netivot. 

Paradoxically the large numbers of residents who objected 
violently to the ultra-orthodox restrictions imposed at the 
behest of the political representatives of the local Yeshivat 
Hanegev, were not only secular residents but also orthodox 
families. 

It would be well if Mr. Hammer and his NR P colleagues would 
absorb the lesson of the unexpected effects of unchecked 
religious intolerance. 

That lesson Is simply that in an ethnically and religiously 
pluralistic country like Israel, determined adherence to a policy 
of tolerance and respect for the needs and sensibilities of the 
different parts of the population is the only way to preserve 
public peace. i 

Such a policy of religious tolerance cannot be predicated on 
the fortuitous existence of political majorities and minorities in 
different communities but should be a matter of right that all 
citizens should expect, regardless of their .place of residence 
and their religious or political affiliation.

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A CONVENIENT starting point for 
examining U.S. Middle East policy 
is "Decade of Decision,” by 
Professor William Quandt, the 
White House Middle East expert 
from 1977 to 1979. In this recent 
publication, Quandt traces three 
components of decision-making. 

The global component relates to 
the general struggle to prevent 
communist subversion, and es- 
pecially the Intrusion of the 
U.S.S.R. . 

In the Middle East, a second com- 
ponent has been articulated 
through the expressed resolve of 
every president, from Truman to 
Carter, backed by American public 
opinion, namely to maintain the in- 
dependence of the State of Israel 
and give U the means for self- 
protection. 

The third, more recent compo- 
nent relates to securing un- 
interrupted supplies of crude oil. It 
is based on two facts: the Middle 
East has the largest reserves of oil. 
The strength of the industrial 
nations depends on maintaining the 
flow of oil from that region, es- 
pecially from Saudi Arabia. 

The concern with oil dates to the 
World War H meeting between 
King Ibn Saud and Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt which led to unpublicized 
commitments of support on the part 
of the U-S. government. "Foreign 
tax credits" granted to mul- 
tinational oil companies have effec- 
tively provided foreign-aid sub- 
sidies to oil-producing countries at 
,the expense of American tax- 
[payers. Allowing oil companies to 
. treat their royalty payments as tax- 
es rather than expenses, sanctioned 
their non-payment of U.S. income 
j taxes and thereby encouraged them 
to enter into agreements that 
'awarded generous payments to the 
oil-producing countries, and es- 
pecially to Saudi Arabia. 

The same policy may have ac- 
counted for the bungled efforts of 
the State Department to stem the 
price-setting power that OPEC 
began to assert in negotiations held 
in Teheran and Tripoli in 1971. In 
fact, State Department in- 
terference has been blamed (for ex- 
ample, in hearings by Senator 
Frank Church) for the whlpl&ahlng 
of the oil companies during these 
negotiations, tor strengthening 
OPEC, and for subsequent rapid 
price increases that were 
accelerated by the 1973-71 oil em- 
bargo. 

Particularly damaging were 
public statements and articles by 
U.S. officials, suggesting that $10 
might be the price that would have 
to be paid for a barrel of oil (at A 
time when oil was selling for $2 a 
barrel) and asserting that there 
was not much that the U.S. or any 
other state could or would do if

IT WOULD appear that oil security 
is greatly in need of re- 
examination, because all too often 
wishful thinking and glib 
generalities have passed for 
analysis. For example, U.S. 
domestic ^oll policy has been 
affected by assumptions that can- 
not be maintained. One need only 
recall that Carter’s National 
Energy Plan of 1977 was baaed on 
the notion that there would be a 
world oil crisis in 1988, when de- 
mand was expected to exceed 
production. 

As far aa one can tell, the crisis 
(defined as a shortage of gasoline 
or fuel oil) was not caused by tbe 
embargo price but came about 
mainly because of mismanagement 
of domestic oil policy. 

Tn 1974 and again in 1979, the ma- 
jor factors that caused gasoline 
lines in the U.S. were the effects of 
price controls and the misguided ef- 
forts of government agencies in 
allocating supplies rather than let- 
ting them be allocated through 
market forces. 

It is generally recognized that 
countries without controls or Over - 
anxious bureaucrats did not have 
gas lines. Why is it that the U.S., 
one of the largest oD producers in 
the world, experienced difficulties, 
while Israel, completely cut off 
from Its Iranian supply of oil, 
managed to ride out the world 
"crisis"' -without Imposing any 
kind of rationing? 


ZN FACT, one can argue just as 
easily that the Arab-3*raeli conflict 
deflects the attention of pan-Arab 
nationalists and Marxists away 
from Saudi Arabia, and also affords 
the Saudis the greatest amount of 
leverage. 

Probably the. worst disaster - far 
tbe Arabian conservative regimes 
would be the disappearance of an 
anti-Soviet and strong Israel. The 
next worst would be an Arab-IsraeU 
peace that allows all the radical 
energies , and arms in the region to 
be focussed on Arabia. 

On balance, therefore, the Arab- - 
Israeli conflict is largely irrelevant 
to the security of oQ supplies. 

This can be asserted in spite of 
Arab attempts at blackmail, aided 
by the irresponsible efforts df Mate 
public officials and the news media 
to create an atmosphere of crisis. 

The sad truth is that the oi) supply 
line Is vulnerable to Interruptions at 
many points and for many diverse 
reasons. The PLO has announced 
that it will block tbe Straits of £or- 
muz, the only access to the Persian 
Gulf, whenever . circumstances 
warrant such action; Any country 
or group can cause at least a short- , 
term disruption of the oil supply for ' 
reasons that have little or nothing 
to do with the Arab-Zsraelf conflict. 


THE GARTER administration, and 
now also European governments, 
are engaging in circuitous reason- 
ing when they equate a secure oil 
supply with settling the Arab- 
Israeli , conflict. Associating the 
fourfold price rise and the gasoline 
lines in the winter of 1978 with the 
October 1973 War is just sloppy 
analysis. 

As a matter of record, the price 
rise started in 1971 and has proceed- 
ed Inexorably and on its own 
momentum. The war and 


A NUMBER of scenarios may un- 
fold. The Arabs of Kbuzestan on the 
Persian Gulf might revolt and 
remove their oftrlch province from 
Iran, perhaps with Iraqi help. The 
Kurds of Iraq could revolt (with 
Iran’s help) and remove their oil- 
rich region of Mosul from Iraq- Or 
the Shi’ites of Iraq could revolt 
against their el-Takriti overlords, 
subjecting the whole region to 
greater Soviet control — or perhaps 
eroding Soviet control, but certain- 
ly not generating friendship for the 
West.

THOUGHTS F ROM THE DIASPORA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — The purpose of punishment 
is not revenge, but deterrence. Ac- 
cordingly, it would be useless to in- 
troduce the death sentence for 
terrorists, as it would not deter 
others from taking their place, but 
would make them heroes and mar- 
tyrs in the eyes of their comrades. 

In most cases of ordinary 
murder, the death sentence would 
also not constitute a deterrent, 
since murder is not usually 
premeditated, but the result of cir- 
cumstances. 


On the other hand a death 
sentence could serve as a deterrent 
in two sorts of crimes. The first one 
involves the criminals who poison 
thousands of. people, principally 
youth k including soldiers: and 
students, by dealing, in drugs for 
profit. These thugs cause us more, 
damage than all the terrorists put 
together. 

The second case where the death 
sentence would be a deterrent to 
others Is kidnapping, especially in 
cases involving children.
